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5% and Immarajity, Which are ſo highly diſpleaſing to God, ſo 
great a Reproach to Our Religion and Government, and (by 
means of the frequent ill Examples of the Practicers thereof) 
have fo fatal a Tendency to the Corruption of many of Our 
Loving Subjects, otherwiſe Religiouſly and V ircuoully diſpoſed, 
and which, if Rot timely remedied) may jultly draw down the 
Divine Vengeance on Us and Our Kingdoms: We alſo humbly 
acknowledging, That We cannot expect the Bleſſing and Good- 
neſs of Almighty God (by whom Kings and Queens Reign) 
and on which We entirely rely) to make Our Reign happy and 
proſperous to Our Self and Our People, nor hope for the Divine 
Aſſiſtance todeliver Us from the great and imminent Dangers 
which Our Kingdoms and the true Proteſtant Religion Efta- 
bliſned among Us, are in this preſent Juncture threatned with, 
without a Religious Obſervance of God's Holy Laws : To 
the Intent therefore, that, Religion, Piety, and good Man- 
ners may (according to Our moſt hearty Deſire ) flouriſh and 
increaſe under Our Adminiſtration and Government, We have 
thought fit ( by the Advice of Our Privy Council) to iſſue this 
Our Royal Proclamation, and do hereby declare Our Royal 
Purpoſe and Reſolution to diſcountenance and puniſh all man- 
ner of Vice, Prophapeneſs, and Immorality, in all Perſons of what - 
ſoeyer Degree or Quality, within this Our Realm, and parti- 
cularly in ſuch as are employed near Our Royal Perſon; and 
that for the greater Encouragement of Religion and Morality, 
We will, upon all Occaſions, diftinguiſh Perſons of Piety and 
Virtue, by Marks of Our Royal Favour. And we do expect 
N that all Perſons of Honour, or in place of Au- 
nerity , Will give good Example by their + own: Virtue and 
Piety, and to their ntmoſt; contribute to the diſcountenancing 
Perſons of diſſolute and debauched Lives, that they being by 
at means reduced to Shame and Contempt, for their looſe 
11d evil Actions and Behaviour, may be thereby al ſo enforced 
the ſooner to reform their ill -Habits and Practices, and that the 
Viſible Diſpleaſure of good Men towards them, may as far as 
it is poſſible) ſupply what the Laws (probably) cannet alto 
gether prevent.

And 
We do hereby further charge and 133 every Miniſter in 
his reſpeQive Pariſh - Church or Chappel, to read or cauſe to be 
read this Our Proclamation, at leaſt Four times in every Year, 
immediately after Divine Service, and to incite and ſtir up their 
reſpeQive Auditories to the Practice of Piety aud Virtue, and 
avoiding of all Immorality and Prophanegeſs. And to the 
ud that all Vice and Debauchery may be prevented, and Reli- 
ion and Virtue. pre by all Officers, private - Soldiers, 
Mariners, and e who are employed in Our Service, by 
or Land, We do bereby ſtrictly charge and command all 
Commanders and Officers whatſoever, that they do take 
Care to aveid all Prophaneneſs, Debauckery, and other Immo- 
mlities; and that by their own good and virtueus Lives and Con- 
verſations, they de ſet, good Examples to all ſuch as are under 
weir Care and Authority, and likewiſe take Care of and inf 
the Behaviour of all ſuch as are under them, and to puniſh all

 * who may be amended, or at leaſt, reſtrained by the 
Correction of the Law: but it is always a Charity to 
* our Country to prevent Diſorders in it, and to many 
particular Perſons who may be kept within Bounds by 
the Example of the Puniſhment of others. 


As a prudent reſtraint may preferve a Man's Inno- 
*.cence, and prevent his Corruption, ſo it may bring ©” 
bim to Conſideration afterwards, and by that be the 
beginning of a ſincere Converſion. When a Perſon
